People -Who Marry Young and rjnd Them 


selves In Doljt In o Few Years—How th< 
TVife Helps Hoi- Huahnnd to Add to th< 
Family Income—Tile Children. 
Being in Fall River tho other day, I 


sought some facts concerning the opera- 
tives. Fortune brought mo into tho 
home of what proved to bo a rather in- 
telligent one. It was Saturday after- 
noon, and as tho mills close at noon the 
whole family, including tho father, was 
at home. Tho "homu1'was a tenement 
in a large double house, where thrco 
other families besides tha one I inter- 
viewed were living. It was in tho rear 
of a populous street which is the homo 
oi a large number of the more thrifty 
and sober operatives. This particular 
tenement consisted of a large room in 
the center, -where the stove was placed 
and where tho cooking was done. 
Around this room three bedrooms and a 
einkroom were grouped. The furniture 
was better than one might expect to see, 
though it was by no means luxurious. 


Entering into conversation with the 


man, 
I found that he had formerly at- 


tended tho English church while in Dug- 
land and ths t for Borne time after com- 
ing to this country he had been quite in- 
terested in church work. In token of his 
interest, I learned, one of his children 
bore tho name of a clergyman of the 
Episcopal church. At the" time of my 
visit, however, ho said that ho was not 
attending church at all, partly because 
he could not buy clothes with which to 
make a respectable appearance at church 
and partly because ho felt that the clergy 
were inclined to side with tho mill owner 
as against tbo mill operative. 


His wife, ,13 women visually are, was 


more hopeful and content and explained 
that 6ho thought they could get along 
very well. 
Sho was quito willing to 


work and had done so, somewhat against 
her husband's protest—a protest, how- 
ever, which was evidently hushed by the 
necessity of the case. 
In order to work 


this good woman was obliged to hire 
some one to care for her baby and to let 
the other throo "shift for themselves 
chiefly in tho street." 


The longer I talked with these people 


tho moro interested I became, and the 
more confidence was mutually manifest- 
ed. It scorned to mo that three or four 
things wero to bo noted: 


Neither of them had saved up their 


earnings as (hoy might have done pre- 
vious lo their marriage. True, in tin's 
respect they wero lil.e ninety-nino hun- 
dreuihg of other young people, whatever 
tlwir work or station iu life. 


This family was at that stage where 


there was but ono old enough to work 
unless tho wifo did precisely as this wife

The epoch making salo was that oC the

"minting the baby."

doubtless not only meet with the hearty 
and practical support of well meaning 
people in general, but it would be sup- 
ported by the officials of the mills.

River mills support a bed in the local 
hospital for the free use of their opera- 
tives.

It will be quite a practical thing to give

Those of 
tho man had been JO. 72; vhose of the wifo 
£7. Deduct from this total $3.oO for 
"minding the baby," and $14.22 is left 
as the net income of tho household. For 
rent they pay $7,00 per month, aud a 
barrel of flour lasted seven weeks. 


The wifo explained that sho was onlv 


working "for a spell to help them out of 
debt." Of course to do this all the house- 
work must be done after returning tired 
from tho mill at night, when both of 
them must work lato and early in the 
morning before going 1,0 the mill. As 


EnfflJah Livings. 


Thero are about 14,000 livings in Eng- 


land and Wales. Of these nearly 7,600 
ara in the gift of Ho crown, Prince of 
Wales, lord chancellor, bishops, chap- 
ters, archdeacons, universities, rectors 
and vicars (as such) and trustees. About 
2,000 others are in tho patronage (as to 
1,400) of peers and (as to the rest) of oth- 
er titled persons. Although now and 
again a nobleman's livings are sold, and 
even distinguished colleges have been 
caught tripping in the matter of simony, 
ib is among the remaining 4,500 livings 
that almost all tho traffic exists. Statis- 
tics fail us here. 


No doubt the majority of these 4,300 


livings never come into the market, and 
belong to patrons who recognize their 
responsibility. 
What fraction of them 


have been acquired as to patronage or 
incumbency by means more or less taint- 
ed it is impossible to say. Tho "clergy 
list" for 1892, however, shows that there 
are 500 livings where the incumbent and 
the patron are the same person and 424 
where both are of the same name. A 
considerable proportion of the parson 
patrons have, it can hardly be doubted, 
become patrons in order to present them- 
selves. On the other hand, some of the 
593 and a large number of the 424 repre- 
sent "family livings." As to these, it 
would be inaccurate to say that the liv- 
ng has been bought for the sake of tho 
parson, but in many cases the parson 
ias been ordained for the sake of the 
living.—Contemporary Review.

in one caso it would succeed, in nine 
others it would make the phlegmatic 
mind duller than ever. The use of 
stimulants should bo avoided above 
all things, for they weaken the 
nerves, making the mind slow to 
react. I once knew a starter of the 
very greatest promise who ruined 
his nerves by using strong coffee to 
keep Mm- awake for long continued 
study and as a mental stimulant be- 
fore races. Another case in point 
is that of John L. Sullivan, who, 
though a man of extreme quiclcness 
when in training, so .deteriorated lus 
mind by the use of stimulants that, 
as the psychologist's experiments 
showed, he was, when out of train- 
ing, one of tho slowest strikers ex- 
amined.—Outinjj.

public food supply are diminished. 


In lho summers before cold storage 


warehouses existed the farmers had to 
send their milk, batter and eggs to the 
market at once, so that they would be 
sold before they spoiled, with tho result 
that tho prices fell to such u low poim 
that at times tho shipments to tho com- 
mission merchant did not realize enough 
to pay the freight. There is a minimum 
price below which it would not pay the 
railroads to transport and commission 
dealers and retailors to handle farm 
products, and that price the consuming 
public must pay for their benefit, no 
matter how plentiful tho supply is. So 
in the summer the farmers mado little 
money, and the New York public got 
only a small port of the benefit. In tho 
winter tho supply was so much less that 
while the public had to pay high prices 
the fanners had not enough milk and 
eggs to sell to reap much benefit. 


Then came tho introduction of cold 


storage/md the cold storage warehouse, 
which is so recent that the big men in 
the business are still young or middle 
aged, while the acceptance of butter and 
eggs as good collateral is so recent tjint 
young note dealers easily recall tho first 
paper which caniein with butter and 
eggs security. 
. The first effect of this innovation was 
to make a great deal of money for the 
men who had capital aud relied on their 
own judgment and tho possibilities of 
cold storage. They are rich men today, 
for they anticipated the future by two or 
three seasons. Some of tho first men to 
tako advantage of tho cold storage busi- 
ness in this manner wero produce com- 
mission dealers, 


In tho summer, when butter and eggs 


were low, they bought up all they could 
carry and pay for and put them into cold 
storage warehouses. In January and 
February they unloaded and made over 
200 per cent profit. 
They made their 


purchases direct from the farmers who 
shipped to them and put tho butter aud 
eggs in the waiehonsea at once, so they 
canie out almost us fresh as when t hey 
went in. The only reason they did not 
make more money was t^vat they had in- 
sufficient capital, and tho business of 
borrowing money on butter and eggs 
was in its beginning. Butter and eggs 
were not then regarded as good collat- 
eral. 


The next year tbo men who hsd made 


the big profits the year before went to 
their banks and used theirpeisonal cred- 
it to secure tho money to carry their 
purchases. More butter and cgga were 
carried over to tho winter season that 
year than the season before. Though 
tho total amouut of profit was larger 
than that of tho first year, the per cent 
of it was not so high. Their purchases 
stiffened the prices in tho summer, and 
their unloading mado a weaker butter 
and egg market in the winter. 


It occurred to some of tho storage 


warehouse men that there should 06 
some way by which they could rnako a 
profit out of the business over their stor- 


e charges. They found it when they 


becomes unreasonable a couple 
hours later. Perhaps tho best ?ol 
tion would ba to let Fido tako a wa

When chickens were low, a wholesale 
man could afford lo buy them in thou- 
sand lots and store them until the mar- 
ket quotations ou them wero higher. 


Tho big creameries and butter faotorija 


wero among the first to take advantage 
of this new state of things, demanding 
higher prices for their butter in the sum- 
mer or storing their surplus product un- 
til winter. The farmers then profited by 
the facility with which the sumraer sur- 
plus could bo disposed of, wliile the pub- 
lic for the first time had good butter at a 
low price in tho winter and cljeap eggs 
tho year round, irrespective of thetveath- 
er or tho feelings of the cows and the 
heus. 


Now the banks will receive storage 


certificates for collateral as readily as 
they would United States bonds when 
the application for a loan comes to them 
through inon whom they know. Every 
month tho value of tho collateral in- 
creases, and abou b the only possibility of 
loss is an earthquake or a fire, and the 
cold storage warehouse is regarded as an 
excellent insurance risk. Tho owners 
can protect themselves by insurance.— 
New York Sun.
